Douglas Gives 
Cost-of-Living 
Wage Increases

Some 54,000 hourly paid 
employes of Douglas Aircraft 
Co. were granted cost-of-livlng 
wage increases beginning Mon­ 
day amounting to more than 
$4,300,000 a year. More than 
20,000 of those benefited are 
employed by the El Segundo 
Division which Included plants 
at El Segundo and Torrance. 

An increase of 4 cents an 
hour was voluntarily added to 
the pay checks of some 41,000 
employes of the Santa Monica 
and El Segundo divisions of 
the plant. 

A similar cost-of-living In­ 
crease became effective for 
approximately 13,000 em­ 
ployes of the Long Beach Di­ 
vision .represented by the 
UAW-CIO. 

Officials estimate that the 
total cost of living increase 
will raise the annual Douglas 
payroll in Southern California 
to $354,000,000.

Wing Home, 
Recovering 
From Crash

Garden Chatter
By LOBING BIGELOW

Bulbs are with us again 
and early selection and plant­ 
ing is advised. If you did not 
plant a few in your garden 
last year you should contact 
your Nurseryman and Garden 
Supply Dealer now and make 
your purchase. 

Bulbs, for the 'most part 
should be planted in an area 

cwhich may range from full 
 sun to partial shade. The area 
rin which you desire to plant 

should be thoroughly soaked 
several days prior to the actual 
planting. The working in to a, 
good depth of well rotted 
manure, peat, or other mulch 
is advised, and at the time of 
planting bone meal mixed just 
below the correct planting 
depth of the bulb will get them 
off to a fine start. Do not use 
manure at the time of planting. 

After .planting keep the 
bulbs moist but do not over- 
water   in fact it would be best 
to keep the bulb area a little 
on the dry side if you are 
in doubt as to just how much 
water to apply. Very light 
cultivation, carefully done, will 
also help to hold the moisture 
below and aid in keeping the 
area loose and friable. 

Generally speaking, and for 
a practical use in our home 
garden, we should not try to 
plant huge beds of bulbs but 
restrain ourselves and plant 
packets of them here and there 
about the garden and' In con­ 
junction with other plants. 

^Narrow borders, rock gardens, 
far as potted plants are oilier 
'good uses. 

The average home gardener 
usually loses out in the after 
bloom'ing care of lire bulbs, 
for it is then the results for 
the coming season are being 
developed down deep in the 
ground. Remember, after 
blooming to see that the plant 
receives as much care as It did 
prior to flowering. Allow the 
foliage to die down naturally 
and when It Is completely dry

the bulbs can be dug and 
stored. There are' many types 
that can be left in the ground 
for several years, and It Is 
at the time of purchase to see 
if best results will be obtained 
by digging or leaving them 
unHlstiirbed.
